Mr. Mitchell, it will be remembered, 
was a member of the civic federation 
und Was serving in the capacity of 
chairman of the trades agreement de- 
partment of that organization at a 
salary of $6,000 per year when the 
constitution of the mine workers was 
amended which prohibited any mem- 
ber of the mine workers from affiliat- 
ing with the clvic federation.

New York, November 21.—An investi- 
gation into the affairs of express com- 
panies, for which 211 business organi- 
zations throughout the country have 
petitioned, will be begun here tomor- 
row by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The hearing, at which Com- 
missioner Lane will preside, is the first 
of a series to be held in various cities.

Women Smashed Windows. 

Thwarted by the police, 220 women 
and three men bein garrested and 
liberated on bail, the suffragettes 
resorted to a campaign of win- 
dow smashing. Driven from parlia- 
ment square by the police, 1,800 of 
whom were on duty, the women ac~ 
companied by sympathizers and gangs 
rowdies, proceeded through white 

armed with bags of stones con- 
cealed under their coats and broke 
windows in public offices, liberal 
headquarters and the national liberal 
club. They even extended their op- 
erations to the strand and other pri- 
vate concerns suffered from the on- 
slaught. 

The militant tactics of the suffra- 
gettes followed a statement by Pre- 
mier Asquith that the government was 
unable to introduce a bill to enfran- 
chise women as the cabinet was di- 
vided on the question, but would allow 
an amendment to be introduced to the 
proposed manhood suffrage bill, leav- 
ing it to the house of commons to de- 
cide whether women should be given 
a vote.

Suffragettes Were Prepared. 

The suffragettes made ample prepa- 
rations to renew their attacks on par- 
liament with a battle which was ex- 
pected to surpass all previous. efforts. 
They met early in the evening in Cax- 
ton hall, less than a mile from parlia- 
ment Square, and after adopting a 
resolution declaring that the prime 
minister's denial of their request was 
a4 grave and unpardonable insult to 
vomen, called for volunteers’ for 
‘dangerous service.’ 

A deputation of fifty women, headed 
by Mrs. Pethick Lawrence, accom- 
panied -by immense crowds, started 
shortly for the house of commons to 
present the resolution or take what- 
ever other action was deemed ad- 
visable. The police, however, were too 
much for them, 

Strong detachments of police, both 
on foot and mounted, guarded the 
streets from Caxton hall to the house 
of parlia.nent. 

They broke up the deputation, and 
ihe women were thrown back, or, if 
too persistent, were arrested and hur- 
ried to a police station. Several women 
were injured in the scramble, - while 
Others fainted or’ hecame hysterical, 
and required the attention of the am- 
bulance surgeons. The battle was 
short and fierce. 

Some Women Chained Themselves. 

An hour after the women emerged 
from the hall, Parliament square had 
been cleared of the attacking forces 
except half a dozen women who had 
chained themselves @6 the railings, and 
whose chains the police had to file or 
break. 

The demonstration was not as large 
as those of last year. The damage to 
property was greater, however, and 
the number of arrests established a 
new record. Cannon Row station in 
Whitehall was crowded with prisoners, 
and the police were occupied for hours 
in maging charges against them. 
Among those arrested were Mrs. Law- 
rence, who is joint editor of The Votes 
for Women; Lady Constance Lytton, 
sister of Lord Lytton, and the Hon. 
Mrs. Evelina Haverfield, daughter of 
Lieutenant General Lord A. Binger.

The commis-' 
sion, he said, had taken extraordinary | 
pains to prevent any such  contin- 
gency. 

“Now and then,” he said, “there ar- 
rives some person who, for political 
reasons, calls the association plan a 
‘central. bank,’ summons the ghost of. 
Andrew Jackson and talks of a ‘second | 
bank of the United States.” I greatly| 
mistake the character of the people of! 
the United States if these fakers have} 
any important part in the solution of} 
the problems with which we are con- 
fronted. 

A Disastrous System. 

Answering another eriticism that 
the plan means the usurpation of the 
government’s authofity to issue notes, 
Mr. Aldrich said that while he admit- 
ted the issuing of currency to be a 
function of a. sovereign government, ; 
experiences in European countries had 
proved it to be a disastrous system. 

Mr. Aldrich declared that the enact- 
ment of the proposed reform system 
by congress would result in benefits 
to the agricultural and wage earning 
classes even greater than those which 
the bankers would derive from the 
law. 
Through the standardization of com- 
mercial paper, which the plan pro- 
vides, he said, warehouse receipts on 
cotton, wheat, rice and other agricul- 
tural products will become bankKable 
in all of the markets of the world, 
whereas today the farmer can secure 
no funds on such paper outside of the 
immediate community in which the 
products are stored. | 

“Thus,” he added, “the proposed re- 
form not only affects vitally the busi- 
ness interests and “the bankers of the 
country, but even more so the farmers 
—the great productive forces which 
make for the development of the cour- 
try more than does any other agency. 
And, too, it affects the wage earners, 
the masses who are so vitally inter- 
ested in everything that pertains to 
the distribution of credits and capital 
and who, under our present monetary 
system, have absolutely no means of 
safeguarding themselves against loss.’ 

In his annual address, President 
Watts gave emphatic indorsement to 
the Aldrich plan. 

Amendments Cause Tilts. 

At the afternoon session the conven- 
tion begun consideration of proposed) 
amendments to the constitution and 
heard reports of the association’s of- 
ficers. 

The session was enlivened by a 
warm debate started by Mr. Goldwater, 
of Arizona, who opposed the proposed 
amendment providing for the election 
of six members to the executive coun- 
cil from the membership at large, 
two being selected each year until a 
total of six is added to the council. 
Arizona and New Mexico, he said, are 
not represented on the council, and in 
this respect they were like Hawaii, 
Guam, Cuba, Alaska and other posses- 
sions of the United States. He made 
an appeal for representation of the 
smailer states on the council 

This brought out further discussion 
to the amendment, many holding it 
as improper and impracticable to in- 
crease what was regarded an already 
unwieldy body. President Watts spoke 
in behalf of the amendment, but it 
was lost by a large vote. 

After this amendment was diSposed 
of all business was made a special 
order for 10.o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing.

Mr. Goff said he considered this the 
most difficult problem with which the 
monetary commission had te deal. 

Mr. Goff was followed by A. Piatt 
Andrew, assistant secretary of the 
United States treasury, who spoke on 
“The Relation of the Government to 
the National Reserve Association.” Mr. 
Andrew said the adoption of the Al- 
drich plan would mean the complete 
withdrawal of the government from 
the banking system of the country.

HE MAKES DIAMONDS 
BY A NEW PROCESS 


Berlin, November 2L.—A new method 
of making diamonds, it is said, has 
been discovered by Dr. Wener Von 
Bolten, a chemical expert connected 
with the Siemens-Halske laboratory 
here. ' 

The process is based on the decom- 
position of lighting gas by a mercury 
amalgama, whereby the carbon con- 
tained in the gas is crystailized into 
diamonds, As these diamonds are ex- 
cremely minute, small bits of diamond 
dust are introduced into the apparatus, 
where they serve as mother crystals 
upon which larger diamonas are grad- 
ually built up.
